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Thk Court of Claim*. — AVe have repeatedly 
discussed the merits and operation of thb Court iu 
ocr colaniu.', and, though our readers are doubtless 
ndSekntly familiar with both, we shall venture to 
refer briefly to the subject a<rain. Its great impor- 
tance can scarcely l>e doubted even by th>» most cas- 
ual observer of affairs. Ju. tice, economy, the l est 

vre t? of Congrcs?, and the fair fame of the Gov- 
ernment in the eye of its own citizens, palpably u'dte 
to render it of capital moment. It is manifestly a 
subject of pervading consequence — one in w hich any 
citizen may become personally interested at sorao 
time, and in which everyl>ody who cares anything 
for the public welfare, or, indeed, whether he does 
or not, is generally and very deeply interested at all 
times. For so urgent a matter, it has, we think, re- 
ceived much too little attention from the press. This 
is particularly to be regretted inasmuch as a full 
and pointed express-. -a of publift opinion promLes to 
effectually correct the only or at least the principal 
evil which obstructs the successful operation of the 
Court. We refer to the absurd, unjust, and scan- 
dalous practice of Congress in tearing up and re- 
viewing all decisions in favor of claimants, while 
Harming all adverse decisions without hesitation 
or inquiry. This practice is an outrageous one, 
;.. '. deserves the sharpest and most emphatic re- 
buke of the press. It is the point to which we 
v. ;.-h especially to direct the attention of our read- 
ers at present. 

We presume there can be no dispute about the 
fact of this extremely shabby practice. It un- 
questionably exists. And as little uncertainty can 
there be concerning its extent. We have seen it 
stated on excellent authority, and we have no 
doubt in the world of the truth of the statement, 
tbat in every solitary instance where the Court has 
reported an adverse decision, that is, a decLicn 
against the cliinjant, Congress has confirmed it 
without ever asking a question; while on the other 
hand, when the Court reports a favorable deci.ion, 
Congress invariably opens up the whole case afresh, 
goes into an examination and discussion of the 
law and the facts, in committees a. 1 J bef. re both 
Houses, and, finally, after practically ignoring the 
Tery existence of the Court, affirms or reverses the 
decision as the whim happens to strike it. This, 
ir. truth, is the testimony of all who have had any- 
thing to do with the prosecution of demands 
against the Government since the organization of 
the Court of Claims, either as princ ipals or agents, 
and of hundreds of other intelligent witnesses, 
professional and otherwise, whom pleasure or duty 
has called to Washington daring the session of the 
Court. Everybody, in short, tells the same story, 
and nobody tells any other. There can't be any 
reasonable doubt about it. It U a despicable 
truth. 

The injustice of this practice is too gross to require 
particular exposure. It is, in fact, not only gross, 
but contemptible. It violates the sense of manli- 
Bw» as well as the moral sense of every rightly con- 
etituted mind. Through it, as has been justly said, 
Congress virtually says to the claimant: "We have 
provided a Court to investigate yonr claim; go and 
employ counsel to prosecute your case there; incur 
the expense of printing your petition and briefs and 
collecting your testimony; and when the Court shall 
have heard the arguments on both sides, and fully 
considered vour case, if iU decision shall be against 
you, that decision shall be final, and you shall be 
forever barred from again setting up your claim. 
But if. on the other hand, the decision shall be in 
your favor, then yon may come back to us, and we 
will examine your claim in our committees, and dis- 
cuss it in iK)th Houses, and finally do just as we 
please about allowing or rejecting it." A practice 
eo utterly at war with every conception of fair-deal- 
ing is unworthy of any respectable body. In the 
Legislature of a great nation it is hardly less than 
infamous. It is perfectly intolerable. Aside from 
its atrociouH wrong, its direct and vigorous tendency 
to bring the Court of Claims into discredit and dis- 
grace is obvious. In effect, it annihilates the Court 
as an active tribunal, converting it into an ex pen- 
^.puppet, serving only to

questions which Congress after all reserves to its-_-!f 
t'le privilege of examining and deteimining accord- 
ing to its own supreme pleasure. Under the shameful 
u.-age the proceedings of the Court degenerate for 
the most part into an empty farce. It defeats not 
merely justice, but the ohject for which the Court 
was expressly organized; namely, the transferring 
of the settlement of private claims against 
the Government from the unwieldy and In- 
efficient inquisition of Cougrwss to a special tribunal 
whose exclusive business it should be. It reuders 
the court a cruel mockery. Ard what aggravates 
the vileness of the practice is the fact, conceded on 
all hands, that the court of claims is one of the 
most upngbt and capable tribunals in the nation. 
The action of Congress is pure enormity. "No court 
in this country," says a distinguished authority, 
"has ever examined cases more elaborately or thor- 
oughly than that court does." And the judgment 
of every man at ifl familiar with its proceedings or 
with the eminent talents and spotless character of 
its members will echo the opinion. There is rea!V 
no shadow of excuse for the misconduct of Congress 
iu this mattar. It is totally indefen-ible. The evil 
is not only liagrant, but gratuitous. It is high time 
that an end was put to it. 

The remedy is plain. We have already hinted it. 
Let the press but hold up the monstroiu scandal 
fairiy to the public eye, and it will vanuh like gob- 
lins before the beams of morning. We invoke the 
pre3S to discharge its whole duty in the case.

the shore. This 1 had expected; but I hud also 
1,.j;» d ih it the f'cg M-ould have been contiued to the 
bainiediata vieiuity of the ice. In this 1 was rtisap- 
ix.i .ted, nor were we able to see land until the eve- 
ning, when it all cleared off and revealed the most 
beautiful sight 1 have seen for a very long time. A 
lofty and bold cuast line fringed with countless is- 
let*— far in the interior the mountain peaks upreared 
themselves and a glacier about ten miles in width 
sloped down to the sea shore. 

"Early on Sunday morning, the 19th, we anchored 
off the quiet little settlement of Julianshaah, to the 
astonishment of the natives. Prince Napoleon vidt- 
ed this place last summer, and in the year 1837 a 
French »hip-of-war came here. I cannot ascertain 
that they have ev* r had any other visitors, except- 
ing, of course, the annual Danish ship. 

"You are, 1 suppose, wondering what induced me 
to come iu here. * I will now explain. On the pis- 
sage out, one of my best men, Michael I^wis, was 
seized with an alarming amount of spitting of 
blood. It occurred a second time, and upon inquiry 
I found that he had been attacked similarly last win- 
ter. Notwithstanding cod liver oil and every care, 
he soon began to lose strength, so rinding from Pe- 
terson that there would be a Danish ship at this 
place, I came here on purpose to obtain a passage 
home for him by the tirst vessel. We found a vessel 
here, but she is not the first to sail, so having got an 
order for his passage from Dr. Kirk, the Inspector 
of South Greenland, I intend sailing this evening 
for Goodhaab (Baal's river) where I hope to meet 
the vessel which is now about to sail for Copenha- 
gen. I will write to the English consul at that 
place about him. There is a fixed charge for the 
passage, which will be paid by the consul at Copen- 
hagen, and from there he will be sent home as a dis- 
tressed liritish subject. This is the best arrange- 
ment I can make for him, as he will get home be- 
fore autumn, which would not be the case if I was to 
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a trilling consideration, of their beiutiful heads of 
hair. Twenty francs is the highest price which is 
Kiven for the richest head of hair, and a majority of 
the damsels part with their locks for a tenth part of 
tiiat sum. 

This singular market is held in the open street, 
and attracts crowds of curious as well as interested 
persons. Girls are seen to lie sheared in public, 
while others are waiting their turn with their caps 
in their bands, and their long hair com>>ed out and 
hanging down to thsir waists. The shearers are 
men as well as women. Some of our fair readers 
will conclude that this must be a degrading sceue. 
But how else could the stock of wi^'s. and frizettes, 
and bands, and top-pieces, and curls which is need- 
ed to prop up the tottering lieauty of the sex be 
supplied? Tons of black filken hair, sheared in the 
manner alove described, from the heads of the 
peasant damsels in the south of France, are impor- 
ted to in this country annually. 

There are fairs in other places in the south of 
France and Brittany, where adventurous virtuo- 
sos buv up and shear the crops of the fair-haired 
damsels. At first blush, it would seem that female 
vanity would effectually prevent such a traffic as 
this. * But cupidity and indolence are stronger pas- 
sions than vanity; and fashion even lends its aid 
to this singular "custom of parting with the finest 
ornament to the person which nature affords. 

In Brittany particularly, where the finest and 
most silken black hair is procured, it is the univer- 
sal fashion, from childhood upwards, to wear caps 
so close as completely to conceal the hair. The 
peasant girls there have particularly fine hair, and 
in the greatest abundance. It is so common as not

whether we shall see them. Lewis was with me in 
the Enterprise, and subsequently he served in the 
Phenix. He is a very steadv and fine looking young 
man, of 29 years of age. Nothing could have been 
more unexpected than his break-down. 

"Here I have purchased 8 tons of coal (altogether 
we have consumed 8}-£tons since leaving Alierdeen), 
and I am getting a considerable quantity of codfisti, 
which the natives catch for us at aliout a shilling a 
dozen. I am having them packed in casks in ice, 
for the crew. I have also got some plank here, that 
we were in want of. 

"Dr. Walker has been very busy mrMns; collec- 
tions of ltotanv and geology, and we have got some 
very interesting specimens of crioiite, and other 
minerals from the Danes residing here. 

"We are a perfect Polar-man-of-war in our sys- 
tem, and nothing can work better. All are most 
zealous, efficient, and cheerful. 

"Tuesday Evening. — The captain of the Danish 
vessel Peru,uow at Frederickshaab, is the same who 
picked up Kine and his crew at Upemavick. iu 
1855, and brought them to Disco. We started un- 
der steam, in a thick fog, and are now under the 
guidance of a native puot, a brother of Haro, the 
Esquimaux, who was so useful to Kane, and who 
absconded so romintically from him. 'The Hans 
family' are all most anxious to get him back a^ r .iin. 
This morning. Dr. Kirk started for the next settle- 
ment to the south, about 110 miles oil*, in au Ooiniak. 
or skin boat. It looked so odd to see the dignified 
Inspector seated in state, with a large Danish flag 
waving over him, a grim old Esquimaux pilot steer- 
ing, and six meek young Esquimaux ladies rowing! 
They row from morning until night, and often go 
(JO </f 70 miles without halting to sleep.

incapable of appreciating it as intrinsically beauti- 
ful and attractive. It is a truth which ought not to 
be told, perhaps, in the presence of all our ladies, 
that the charming frizettes and tresses which beau- 
tify the heads of our blooming belles may possibly 
have been shorn from Breton damsels of very filthy 
and loathsome habits. 

The Bretons are neither Normans nor French, but 
more Welsh than anything else; and they are wild 
and savage, and as idle and. dirty as human nature 
can well I* and exist. 'Ihe poorer women wear 
their dresses till ihey become dirty, patched, tatter- 
ed, and ragged, so that the material of which they 
are made can lie scarcely traced. The houses of the 
peasant i are generally built of mud and without 
convenience. The chestnut, which abounds in the 
country, furnishes, to a considerable extent, the food 
of the poorer classes. Although inhabiting a fine 
country, capable of rendering them prosperous and 
wealthy, the Breton* grovel on in supine idleness 
and dirt. No wonder the women sell their hair, 
which is abundant and marketable. The people are 
accustomed to subsist upon the products of sponta- 
neous crops. In the Pyrenees, the people are indus- 
trious and frugal, and the women are accustomed to 
regard a fine head of black or dark brown hair as 
onlv a luxurious burden.

When Col. Alexander was within thirty mile? of 
Fort Bridges, which place is occupied by Mormon 
troops, he received a letter from Brigham Young, 
through the commander of the Nauv o legion, warn- 
ing the trooj>« out of theterrirojy, but saving if they 
desire to remain until spring they may do so. provi- 
ded they give up their arms and fain muni tion. but 
they must then lerve within th> time mertionec'. 
lie will see that they are furnished with provisions. 

The latter was accompanied by two copses of the 
proclamation and a copy of the laws of Utah. The 
commander tells Col. Alexander that he is at tbe 
fort to carry out Young's instructions, and expresses 
a hope thai Alexander's answers and actions will be 
dictated by proper respect for the rights and liber- 
ties of American citizens. Alexander in his reply, 
'Oct. 2J] says: "I have given vour communication 
attentive consideration and wilf submit the letter to 
the General commanding as soon as he arrives here, 
[meaning at Camp Warneld ou Ham's Fork], i; tbe 
meantime. I have to say thit these troops are here 
by order of the President of the United States, and 
their further movements will depend entirely upon 
orders issued by competent authority. 

Among t':e jocuments is a letter from Col. Kons- 
tou. dated "Camp of Free Winds, on Sweet Water, 
address*'! Assistant Adjutaut General McDowell, 
New York,'' in which he confirms the burning of the 
contractor's trains by the Mormons. He says the 
Governor'* escort is "four day's march behind him, 
with two companies of drogoons. 

He knows of no reason why Alexander should at- 
tempt to reach Salt Lake by rear river, excepting 
from fear that the Mormons have burned the grass 
on the shorter route. He adds: "If I could commu- 
nicate witlf Col. Alexander, I would direct him to 
take up a eood portion for the winter at Ham's Fork. 
The road is l>eset l>et\veen this and Ham's Fork with 
companies of Mormuus, so that it is doubtful whether 
I ?hall I* able to communicate with Alexander." 
It is supposed at the War Department that the 
ps are all in good condition, as nothing is said to 
contrary in the dispatches to the Secretary. 
The Indian Bureau has received advices that the 
Indians ia Oregon and WasMngton territories are in 
coinforaide condition, but considerable confusion 
Lad arisen in consequence of contracts for supplies, 
owing prii.i ipaily to the credit system. 

The Administration has received a schedule and 
outline of the constitution of Kansas, and will sus- 
tain the acton of the convention with regard to the 
mode proposed for its adoption and convening the 
people.

From tub Plain*.— Mr. Lander, who is connect- 
ed as chief engineer with Magraw's Wagon Road 
Survey. pa«ed thmugh this city on his way to 
W ashington ou Saturday last. 

This gentleman has performed, since the 15th day 
of June last, the unprecedented feat of riding 4,4<K> 
miles, much of tin; distance in unexplored mountain 
passes, and all in roii(di field service, without a tent, 
or ordinary bagjrage, ^n tbe short space of four :md 
a half months, including eighteen camp davs. 

The Mormons having hunted all the grass on the 
southern wintering grounds, the Wagon Uoad expe- 
dition has selected a camp on Wind nver. It is >ur- 
rounded by hertls of buffalo aud elk, with which, in 
event of fiiiluie of other means of subsistence, the 
trait mav he supplied. 

B. F. FkkJin, one of the assistant engineer? of the 
advance party, who had distinguished himself in 
detached service, had been detained by Mr. Lander 
at the request ot' Superintendent Magraw, to pur- 
chase flour and other provisions for the train. In 
performing this duty, he was surrounded, near 
cireca river, by sixty well armed mounted Mor- 
raon.% He ^ave theiu evasive answers as to the na- 
tu:e of his business, and was at length allowed to 
depart. He rode at ence to the command of Col. 
I Alexander, many miles distant, and informed that 

I gentleman of the advance of the mounted armed 
men, and of the rumors that live hundred hid cross- 
ed Green river, going in the direction of unprotected 
I Government train.-, but bclore any escort was sent, 
three trains, embracing seventy-six wagons, were 
reached and completely destroy ed by the party of 
sixty men first teen. From the destruction of these 
trains of provisions, the Eastern mountaineers were 
disposed to hold article} of sub sistence at a hig 
price. Flour was thirty dollars a hundred at Platte 
Bridge, one hundred aud tv euty-tive miles bevond 
Fori Laramie, and rising; aud a general belief pre- 
vailed ia the country that hostilities were com- 
menced. The military forces were in high spirits, 
and, though traveling with every prospect of en- 
daring great hardships, enthusiastic to a man, and 
prepared for thy worst. 

The explorations of the advance party of the 
Wagon Uoad Expedition had proved of great ser- 
vice to the command. The entire region between 
the Salt Lake and Snake river, the South Pass and 
Thousand Spring Valley, connecting the work of 
Stanbury and Fremont! and hitherto unexplored, 
liad l»een surveyed and mapjied, sixteen mountain 
passes examined, all the tributaries of the upper 
Green river delined to their sources, the great Wah- 
satach chain found to consist of sixteen distinct 
ran^c?. Numerous supplies of glass, wood, and 
water hud been discoveted, and various wagon 
routes, two of which avoid the Grand Desert of the 
Sandy, and one seven days' shorter travel in a dis- 
tance of live hundred miles, th m any previously 
known. These mav be mentiontd as some of the re- 
sults of the explorations. The military force had, 
therefore, abandoned the old line of approach, and 
were advancing upou the valley of the Lake by the 
open plains of the western descent of the Bear and 
Malaue rivers. 

When Mr. L. infoimed Gov. Cummings of the 
commencement of Mormon disturbances by the 
destruction of Government trains, being the ti'rst to 
bring this intelligence, Gov. C. quietly remarked, 
"Tell all my friends, sir, th t 1 started to ol*y in- 
structions and to go into Salt Lake City, and / am 
fatw." 

Brigham Young had alieady disclaimed any par- 
ticipation or knowledge of the overt act of bunting 
the- supply trains, and the l>est judges of the Mor- 
mon character lK»lieve that the leaders of this sin- 
gular society will contiuue to endeavor to blind the 
eyes of the General Government and nut oil* the day 
of a stand-up tight to the last Ml nient. On the 
other hand, old mountaineers are predicting the 
most disastrous consequences if the troops are not 
able to right their way into tbe city. The grass 
burned, tne forage well nigh eaten up, winter set- 
ting in with several deep snows, much of the com- 
mard far in the rear, and a great range of ir.ouu- 
tains (-hutting it out from the nonherh wintering 
grounds, all seem to give wei.htto the sup|«>si;ion 
that the expedition will not be a successful one. 
Cache Valley, which is an open, well grassed plain, 
in which are several Mormon farms, and over which 
roam great herds of cattle and horses, the proper- 
of the Church, will soon, however, be vriihin strik- 
ing distance of the command.
